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PROGRAM FOR 1957-58 — Adopted at Boston 


The program accepted by the Assembly consists of 
projects for the coming year, money for which is 
to be raised outside the operating budget. 

i. LEGISLATIVE PROJECT: This covers the 
Washington office and its work, special em- 
phasis being placed on passage of the Perman- 
ent UN Police Force Resolution now in 
Congress, and on appointment by the President 
of the U.S. of a top level committee to consider 
the UN Charter and recommend U.S. posi- 
tions for the Charter Review Conference. Cost 
of the Legislative project (to carry staff in 
Washington adequate to this task): $21,400. 
A special fund appeal at the Assembly resulted 
in $20,740.50 raised. 

2. EDUCATION PROJECT: The Washington 

office is to prepare and distribute materials for 
discussion and action on major issues, for use 
of UWF and other groups. Materials on cur- 
rent issues that may come before the National 
Executive Council will be distributed to chap- 
ters well in advance of Council meetings. 
Estimated cost of the project: $2,000.00. 

3. FIELD PROJECT: The Executive Council 
will reactivate the Field Committee to work 
with the Executive Vice-President and encour- 
age field trips by volunteers. Sam Levering has 
agreed to be Chairman of the Committee, as he 
was in the past. Estimated cost (to cover 
travel expenses of volunteers, etc.) : $2,000.00. 

4. TV PROJECT: Eight 15 minute films to be 
used on TV public service time around the 
country. This project, initiated in Southern 
California, is underway. Funds are now being 
solicited in California and National will share 
in the project. National’s share: $7,000.00. 

5. COMMUNICATIONS PROJECT: Public af- 
fairs letters will be mailed directly to ALL 
members during the year. Regions and 
branches will be billed for their share of mail- 
ing expenses. Also—a literature piece, “What 
One Person Can Do”, listing activities which a 
member can undertake, will be published and 
mailed to every member. Estimated cost: 
$1,500.00 

6. DIRECT MAIL PROJECT: A direct mailing 
to 10,000 people asking them to join and con- 
tribute will commence shortly. Funds are al- 
ready available. 

7. SPEAKER’S TOUR PROJECT: The National 
office will schedule tours of federalist speak- 
ers, from here and abroad, wherever possible. 

8. STUDENT PROGRAM: A program to provide 
staff help for students, reach student groups 
with speakers, integrate students into national 


and chapter programs, establish student 
chapters, etc. 


9. ORGANIZATION LIAISON PROGRAM: The 
Washington representative, closely assisted by 
the President and First Vice-President, will 
develop and carry out a program of close 
liaison with other non-governmental organiza- 
tions, and will give leadership to branches and 
chapters in this field. 

10. EXPANSION PROGRAM: The regions and 
branches, under the over-all responsibility of 
the Executive Vice-President, will attempt to 
extend our activities into at least 50 new 
Congressional Districts. 

All these projects and programs require increased 

member, chapter, branch and regional activity. 

The National office will prepare the new edition 

of “Blueprint for Achievement” to assist you in 

your work. 


The Students Plan 


The Assembly Student Committee gave most 
serious consideration to membership decline, and 
felt that this was chiefly caused by financial and 
organizational difficulties. To meet the former, they 
proposed that all student dues be $1.00 per year. 
They also proposed to raise money for the 
“Student Federalist” by selling the Christmas 
cards of the Dayton, Ohio, chapter. They further 
urged closer cooperation of adult chapters in re- 
vitalizing student chapters; proposed regional 
student-adult meetings in Los Angeles, Chicago, 
Mid-Lakes and New York in June; and elected to 
the Student Committee for the coming year: 
Charles B. Smith (Harvard) Chairman, James R. 
Brown (Duke) Vice Chairman, and John Surr 
(Yale). Their report was unanimously accepted 
by the Assembly.

TOTAL OPERATING BUDGET $62,743.69 

Quotas from regions, branches and non-branch 
chapters to total $62,745.30 (covering this budget) 
were also proposed, and were individually accepted 
by most regions and branches represented at the 
Assembly. Almost all of this money will be raised 
through memberships. 

THE MEMBERSHIP YEAR was changed to 
end September 30, rather than December 31, as in 
the past. All memberships terminate September 30, 
for this year and hereafter. 
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POLICY STATEMENT 


“THE PURPOSE of United World Federalists, 
Inc., is to achieve world peace through such amend- 
ments of the United Nations Charter, constitution- 
ally adopted, as will develop the United Nations 
into a world federation with necessary powers 
limited to the establishment and maintenance of 
law and order on the world level. 

“OUR IMMEDIATE OBJECTIVE is to develop 
United States leadership in this great enterprise. 

“In advancing our purpose, we assert that just 
and lasting peace requires: 

1. Freedom from war through universal and 
enforceable disarmament under world law, 
enforced under proper safeguards and appli- 
cable to all nations and to all individuals. 

2. Growing use of the world’s resources to meet 
the problems of poverty, hunger, disease and 
ignorance. 

3. Opportunity for the world’s peoples to pursue 
in their own ways, free from external violence 
and outside interference, their own moral and 
material development. 

“There can be no national security without world 
peace; no world peace without international jus- 
tice; no international justice without world law; 
and no acceptable, effective world law without 
institutions to make, interpret and enforce it. 

“Lacking such institutions, the United Nations 
is doing much to preserve peace, but has insuffi- 
cient authority to enforce it. The most urgent task 
of the nuclear age is to make the United Nations 
capable of maintaining peace with justice under 
law. No lesser alternative can assure national 
security and mankind’s survival”. 

In addition, the Assembly accepted proposals 
regarding specific changes that should be made in 
the Charter, and proposals regarding immediate 
steps which should be taken to promote such goals. 
These proposals will be incorporated in the policy 
pamphlet for use of members. 


Changes in Our By-Laws 


NAME RETAINED. The name “United World 
Federalists” was retained, the vote being 209 against 
dropping the word “United” and 174 in favor. 

BRANCH AND REGIONAL REPRESENTA- 
TION ON THE COUNCIL: Branches and Regions 
will be represented on the National Executive 
Council as follows: 

0-74 members—no representative 

75-499 members—one representative 

Thereafter, one additional representative for 

every additional 500 members, with a maxi- 

mum of 7 representatives regardless of num- 
ber of members in a Branch or Region. 

DUES: All student dues were reduced to $1.00 

The entire minimum dues go to National.

Write Your Senators 


Chances for ratification of the International 
Atomic Energy Agency are improving. It is there- 
fore more than ever vital to write to Senators as 
quickly as possible to help push it through. 


Write personal, thoughtful letters to your Sen- 
ators. If your Senators are members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, urge them to vote for the 
Statute in Committee. If they are at home in the 
near future, try to see them personally. 


It is unthinkable that this integral part of the 
President’s Atoms for Peace program should be 
turned down by the U.S. Russia and her satellites 
have ratified; U.S. rejection in view of this would 
be tragic. The Agency has built-in safe-guards, 
including international inspection, which provide 
protection for our national security and against 
the use of atomic materials for military rather 
than peaceful uses.
